e The Criminal Justice Enhancement Fund revenues for February were down. We have
only received revenue that meets budget projections in two out of the last eight
months.

E. Legislative Update
Jack G. Lane, Executive Director
Senate Bill 1140, which would add a 14™ member to the Board, has died. House Bill
2170, which allows 5% of Rico Funds to be deposited into the Peace Officer Training
Fund, has passed the House and has been assigned to Senate Judiciary and Rules; AZ
POST has not taken a position on this Bill. There is still the possibility that this Bill
could die.

H. Reports — Department of Corrections

Director Charles Ryan

e Since the last regular meeting of January 2017, 100 cadets have graduated from
COTA. There are currently three classes in session with 101 cadets in attendance.
There are 856 vacancies statewide. Thirteen cadets have graduated through county
and tribal detention IGAs. COTA continues to offer its facility to other agencies.
Two applicants participated in the waiver process; for a savings of over $13,430 to
the agency. There is currently a nine week canine academy in session.

In-Service Training

Program Administrator Don Yennie

e Naloxone Train-the-Trainer has been provided to 35 individuals statewide. An
additional class has been added to train 34 Department of Corrections employees.
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e A new four-tier leadership training program has been unveiled. The tiers of training
are FTO, Basic Supervision, Advanced Supervision and the AZ Leadership Program
(ALP).

e ALP #20 will graduate on March 30, 2017, with 33 students.

e In the process of updating the Defensive Tactics Lesson Plans for both the academy
and instructor schools. No instructor schools will be held until the curriculum has
been revised.

e The new digital media download is working really well. Agencies are no longer
receiving training DVDs; they can download these from our Sharefile Program.
